HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
Commissioner’s Report 


To Charles R. Grant, Noyes V. Moore and William 
A. Bixby, Selectmen of Wolfeboro, N. H. 
I hereby submit the following report as Highway 


Commissioner of the Town of Wolfeboro, for the year 
1920: 


The winter, after February lst. is fresh in the 
minds of all the people of Wolfeboro, as one of the 
most severe winters ever known to the oldest inhabi- 
tant. 

The town roads were gone over early in the sea- 
son with the road machine, and the King drag was 
used throughout the summer. MHeavy trucks kept 
some of the roads almost impassable through the sum- 
mer, although they were gone over almost constantly 
with the drag. Some of the roads were worked with 
the road machine two or three times. 


State Aid Maintenance 
All the State Roads in town received a coat of 
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Tarvia B and all the new State Roads received two ap- 
plications, using in all 14,190 gallons of Tarvia B. 


State Aid Construction 

Rocks have been broken, ready for the crusher, 
enough to complete the survey that was laid out in the 
summer, for the road to be built on Elm Street, also 
on Farm Road, which came under State Aid this year, — 
5600 has been graded and built of gravel. (This is a. 
gravel road). 

Ossipee and Suncook or Federal Project No. 74 

Owing to the high cost of labor and material, it 
was advised not to do any work on the. project except 
to get rocks ready, which I did to the extent of 
$1032.04. 

Sewell Road was started and part of the road com- 
pleted, and stone enough was broken, ready for the 
crusher, to complete the appropriation made by the 
Town of $3000 but an early snowstorm in November 
put a stop to the completion of the work. (See follow- 
ing report). 

A statement of the Folsom Fund has not been 
given in detail before since I have been in charge of 
the roads (See following statement). The balance of 
the appropriation for Cotton Mountain road for the 
year 1917, which was $40.25, has been expended. 

For cost of Highway Department, see detailed re- 
port. 

I take this opportunity to extend my thanks to the 
People of Wolfeboro, who have aided me so kindly in 
the past four years that I have served as Highway 
Commissioner.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
To the Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town Library, 


Gentlemen: 

The past year has been a busy one at the library, 
with a larger circulation than for any previous year. 
There have been 18,436 books and periodicals loaned 
of these classes, fiction 10,183, non-fiction 2,724, chil- 
dren’s books 5,529. 

Two hundred new books have been accessioned, 
75 of which were contributed. Special thanks are due 
_to Mrs. Carpenter and Mrs. Jenkinson for their gener- 
ous gifts of books. 

Aside from the hospital and schools, but little has 
been done for those outside of the village precinct. A 
few who live at a distance come to the library quite as 
frequently as the patrons who live close by. During 
the summer months, some students who attend the 
academy may be willing to try Branch work in their 
own neighborhoods. 

The morning hour of opening during July and 
August has become an interesting part of the day, 
some patrons coming from a distance of ten miles. 
This effort to make the library available to those who 
come to town only at that time is greatly appreciated. 

The experiment of a class in library training was 
tried this winter, for the first time. This can be made 
a permanent thing if there is sufficient interest, al- 
though it may not be wise to again attempt the teach- 
ing of all sides of the work in so brief a time. Know- 
ledge of a card catalog, shelf arrangement, and refer- 
ence tools is of great use to the student, and is now 
required in some schools. 

The librarian attended the first summer school for 
librarians held at Durham, N. H., for a week in Au- 
gust, under the supervision of Miss Kingsland of the 
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State Commission and Mr. Lewis, librarian of the 
State College Library. There about thirty librarians 
met to discuss methods and problems of library work. 
This school was fortunate in its choice of instructors.
